The Bishop, who was the last 
Vatican diplomat in an [ron Cur- 
tain country, declined to discuss 
Romanian church affairs with 
newsmen at the railway station. 
He told one welcomer he was 
sorry he had to leave Romania 
“that way.” In Vienna Saturday 
the Bishop firmly denied the spy 
charges. 

Asked here if any American 
priests remained behind the Iron 
Curtain he replied: “No, not 
one.” 

Bishop O'Hara and his assist- 
ants were the last passengers 
to leave the train and only a 
few persons were on hand to

Mother has a natural right and 
obligation to provide a good moral 
and spiritual education, Our fear 
is that mother is not big enough 
to carry such a load today. She 
is losing her inviolable right to de- 
fault, often shoving the job off on 
the school and the recreation cen- 
ter, paying others to carry her 
load. How much better all around 
it would be for her to educate them 
herself in the home by accustom- 
ing them to work and to help them- 
selves early in life. It seems that 
all the eighth graders are think- 
ing of is smoking, taking girls 
out to dances and bringing them 
home alone in the wee hours. 


Mother trains by prayer. The 
children see mother on her knees. 
Mother supervises the children’s 
prayer. One mother I know mar- 
ried out of the Church, gave up 
her religion. Years later as she 
was dying, she said to her boy, 
“Charlie pray for me.” Charlie’s 
answer is pitiful, “My God, Ma I 
don’t know how to pray.” Mother 
makes sure of daily prayer. She 
teaches them to talk to God. 


Mother is willing to make sacri- 
fices of her own comforts for her 
children’s Nothing is too 
hard or too much trouble to win the 
divine grace for her charges. She 
frequents the confessional and the 
Eucharistic table. She takes the 
babes to church early. She tells 
them about Baby Jesus, about the 
saints, she sees that they have 
their Rosary, prayer book, picture 
and good story books. She makes 
sure that they make their first 
Communion early. She is proud 
if they are acolytes. She intro- 
duces them to the priests and en- 
courages them to be friends with 
the sisters. She insists on relig- 
ious instruction classes through 
high school. She encourages asso- 
ciation with Catholic boys and 
girls, attends with them the child 
sodality, choir and drama activi- 
ties; tries to induce them to marry 
their own. That demands much 
sacrifice but it is better to do that 
early than as I sometimes meet it; 
where mother must go with her 
son or daughter to the parish 
priest and then the chancery to 
correct a mistaken marriage. It 
is well for the children to learn 
early to be orderly and neat in 
their habits. The movies, radio 
and now television are doing their 
utmost to sap the human mind by 
taking away the power and initia- 
tive to do for themselves. A New 
York school teacher is going to 
Nevada next year to teach where 
they do not have television. Out 
of 20 children in her class, 19 have 
television at home. The children 
goggle all evening at the television 
and the next day work off their 
energy in school. She says she 
can’t compete with Hopalong Cas- 
sidy and feels that the children ex- 
pect her to go into a song and dance 
every minute. 


If possible send your child at 
least to a Catholic high school, 
even if you have to make a great 
sacrifice to do so. You will be re- 
paid. Strangely enough, our non- 
Catholic neighbors are in increas- 
ing numbers sending their children 
to our schools and begging for 
places on the waiting lists for their 
children in the elementary school. 
Protestants and Jews are crowd- 
ing our Catholic universities. Can 
it be that these people appreciate 
our treasure more than we do?

Medical Missionary Nuns 
In Singapore Hospital 


Singapore—(NC)—The Straits 
Settlements government here has 
accepted the service of nine nuns 
of the Franciscan Missionaries of 


the Divine Motherhood at a hos- 
pital for tubercular patients. They 
were enlisted through the d 
offices of Bishop Michael Olce- 
mendy of Malacca. 


These nuns had scarcely estab- 
lished themselves in China when 
the communists forced them to 
flee and they lost their equipment. 
Several female wards at the hos- 
pital here have been put under 
the care of the nuns, who have 
also been given a convent. Two 
Sisters go daily to the leper 
asylum here and train nurses and 
dressers. An accredited ccllege for 
the training of nurses for tubercu- 
losis patients also has been opened 
and eight girls are in attendance. 


Legion of Mary members also 
visit the tubercular patients, while 
various other Catholic groups pro- 
vide entertainment for the pa- 
tients.

Christ certainly did prohibit di-| 
vyorce and especially remarriage | 
after divorce, as the Heavenly Fa- 
ther did at the beginning of the 
human race. Christ allowed 
separation without the privilege of 
remarriage for marital unfaithful- 
iness, and for nothing else. But 
He declared most emphatically that 
separated people who remarry 
“commit adultery.” 

When Christ was asked by the 
Pharisees: “Is it lawful for a 
man to put away his wife for any 
cause,” the answer received from 
Him was: “Have you not read 
that the Creator from the begin- 
ning made man male and female 
and said ‘For this cause a man 
shall leave his father and mother, 
and cleave to his wife, and the two 
shall become one flesh . . . What 
therefore God has joined together 
let no man put asunder.’ ... And I 
say to you that whoever puts away 
his wife, except for immorality, 
and marries another, commits 
adultery; and he who marries a 
woman who has been put away 
commits adultery.” (Matt. 19:3-9). 


No Exceptions 


In St. Mark we read that His 
disciples after hearing Him dis- 
cuss the question of divorce with 
the Pharisees again asked Him 
concerning this, and He said to 
them: “Whoever puts away his wife 
and marries another, commits 
adultery against her; and if the 
wife puts away her husband and 
marries another, she commits 
adultery.” (Mark 10:10-12). 

St. Luke quotes Christ as speak- 
ing equally emphatically: “Every- 
one who puts away his wife and 
marries another commits adultery; 
and he who marries a woman who 
has been put away from her hus- 
band commits adultery.” (Luke 
16:18). 

Note that the Evangelists make 
no exception. They say “everyone” 
and “whoever.” We know of no 
church policy so clearly prescribed 
by Christ Himself for His Church 
as that dealing with marriage and 
divorce.

‘which it closes—why does this 
story move you even to tears? Why 
thas Mary Goretti so quickly con- 
quered your hearts, and taken the 
first place of predilection in your 
affections ? 

The reason is because there is 
still in this world, apparently sunk 
and immersed in the worship of 
pleasure, not only a meagre little 
band of chosen souls who thirst for 
heaven and its pure air—but a 
‘crowd, nay, an immense multitude 
on whom the supernatural frag- 
mance of Christian purity exer- 
tises an irresistible and re-assur- 
ig fascination: re-assuring and 
promising (that is, for the future).

This sacred rite (of canoniza- 
tion) has really developed into a 
spontaneous and popular demon- 
stration in favor of purity. For 
although against the light of every 
martyrdom there is, perforce, the 
ugly contrasting stain of some 
iniquity, behind that of Mary Gor- 
etti stands the spectacle of a scan- 
dal that at the beginning of this 
century was almost unheard of. 

i the past fifty years, 
coupled with what was often a 
weak reaction on the part of decent 
people, there has been a conspir- 
acy of evil customs, propagating 
themselves in books and illustra- 
tions, in theatres and radio pro- 
grams, in styles and clubs and on 
the beaches, trying to work its 
way into the heart of the family 
and. society, and doing its worst 
damage among the youth, even 
among those of the tenderest years 
in whom the possession of virtue 
is a natural inheritance.

Seeks Means To Spread Catholic Teachings 


REV. RICHARD GINDER 


Wit8 the young priest’s accep- 
tance into the parish life as 
an integral part of the commun- 
ity, the need for spreading a know- 
ledge of the work and spirit of 
the Catholic Church became even 
more obvious. At first it was pos- 
sible to explain away any misun- 
derstanding that might arise be- 
tween himself and the non-Catho- 
lic elements in the community on 
the grounds of their natural re- 
action to a stranger in the com- 
munity. Even a priest had to learn 
to fit. But when he had become 
an accepted citizen, that explana- 
tion was no longer valid, yet often 
enough he still found that wall 
staring him in the face. 


During his seminary days, there 
had been times when he had felt 
baffled—all but frustrated. Every- 
thing was so clear to him: the di- 
vine foundation of one Church with 
its charter from Christ, the break- 
up in the sixteenth century, the 
organization of wildcat groups in 
hundreds,. their tendency toward 
the centrifuge that kept wrecking 
them, while the historic Church 
went her way serenely, growing 
ever bigger; succession of orders; 
the Eucharist, as Sacrifice and 
Sacrament—it was there for all to 
see, a matter of history, a matter 
of logic. He could not see why 
Catholicism did not sweep the 
country. How could any intelligent 
person who had studied religion be 
anything but a Catholic? 


In class each day the syllogisms 
used to march back and forth 
across the rostrum, sweeping ev- 
erything before them. The pro- 
fessor would set up objections for 
the students, any one of whom 
when called on could easily push 
them over through the applica- 
tion of general principles. 


They Don’t Know Us 


Only in the ministry did Father 
Nell find the answer. It was not 
in any sense due to the inertia of 
the clergy that America remained 
non-Catholic, if not anti-Catholic. 
It was owing to ignorance of the 
Catholic Church, plus a certain 
measure of inherited prejudice, 
plus an immorality that feared 
condemnation by the lofty stand-

These beautiful lines from 
Dante’s Canto “Paradise” darted 
simultaneously across my brain 
cells as I stepped out of the motor 
which had been my means of trans- 
port during the last lap of my 
journey to the Portuguese Lourdes. 
Wonderingly, I gazed around me 
and to be candid my first sensa- 
tion was a feeling of slight disap- 
pointment. At first everything 
seemed so ordinary and common- 
place. The road was an ordinary 
second-class road ... nothing to 
boast of in roads. The fields would 


worshipper or nature lover, 
Against the swiftly darkening 
sky overhead, the great spire of 
the Basilica gleamed silvery white. 
Close beside us stood the Chapel 
of the Apparitions, surrounded by 
a huge crowd of pilgrims, whose 
faces bore testimony to the devo- 
tion that filled their hearts. 

Now we are in the Bowl of the 
Cova da Iria, so fragrant with the 
memories of the Children of Fati- 
ma. Over these little, lowly hills 
and stony fields, Mary Immaculate 
herself had appeared—a radiant 
Lady of Light—with her message 
of consolation for sinful men and 
her grave words of warning about 
Atheistic Russia. 

Once more, wonderingly I gazed 
around me, marvelling more and 
more at the multitudes who had 
come to worship at Mary’s famous 
Shrine. 

Multitudes indeed! Surely here 
was the Great Multitude whom no 
man could number. 

Motionless, I stood before the 
Shell of the Basilica, silently ad- 
miring the palatial edifice of white 
stone, with its long sweeping ac- 
cents on either side. 

It was evening ... a beautiful 
evening in May .. . the 12th since 
Our Lady’s beautiful message of 
vardon and of e was first de- 
Ivered to the Children of Fatima 
on May 13th, 1917 it has ever been 
the practice of the good people of 
Fatima to gather together in that 
hallowed spot on the evening of 
the 12th each month.

I watched and listened with a fast 
beating heart. 

Now the Pilgrims in the fore- 
most rank had reached the altar 
steps and the devotions began. I 
could hear the Bishop of Leiria 
speaking in a voice of singular 
beauty. Here, indeed, was a golden 
voice proceeding from a heart of 
pure gold. But it was a heart 
which had suffered’ much in those 
“dark and evil days” of his coun- 
try’s former atheistic Govern- 
ment. And his face is the face of 
one who has suffered—and the 
stab of that suffering will remain 
to his dying day. 

Yet, though bearing the indel- 
ible stamp of suffering, the face 
of- Dom Jose Alves Correira da 
Silva, Bishop of Leiria, is filled 
h a happiness that is not of 
this world. 

When his beautiful and appeal- 
ing sermon was ended, the Rosary 
was recited, and like the rushing 
of a mighty wind were the voices 
of the Pilgrims as they recited in 
Portuguese “Santa Maria, mal de 
Deus, rogai por nos pecadores 
agora e na hora da nossamorte.” 

And now when the final benedic- 
tion had been given and the devo- 
tions concluded the Pilgrims with- 
drew. The great “River of Light” 
faded. swiftly from view;. the sole 
illumination now being those lights 
which burned before the Chapel ef 
the Apparitions. I was left alone 
with my thoughts, to ponder on 
that magnificent manifestation of 
Faith that I had just witnessed at 
Fatima. A Faith that may well 
move mountains. A Faith which 
even in these evil days when whole 
nations are lapsing back to pagan- 
ism and when the spirit of atheis- 
tic Communism stalks openly in 
our midst, may well vie with that 
of the Early Christians.

The .diocesan press was still 
largely unorganized, and even 
where it existed, in the larger cen- 
ters such as New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, Chi- 
cago, etc., its only interest was 
the service of the local Catholic 
opulace.

Hickey succeeds Bill Durney as 
Athletic Director.

The 48-year old Hickey has 
been coaching basketball for 24 
yeats, since his graduation from 
Creighton University, in Omaha, 
in 1926. Following graduation, 
he was coach of all sports at 
Creighton Prep until March, 
1934. His Prep basketball teams 
won 56 of 58 games. In the fall 
of 1934, Hickey enjoyed one year 
as head football coach at Creigh- 
ton U., and im August of 1935 
he took over as basketball men- 
tor at the Omaha university. 
Since that time, he has confined 
his coaching activities to the 
hardwood game. 


Between 1935 and 1943, his 
Creighton teams won 113 games 
and lost 64, and produced two All- 
Americas, Ed Beisser and Ralph 
Langer. From 1943 through 1946, 
Hickey was in the Navy, where he 
attained the rank of lieutenant 
commander. He returned to 
Creighton in 1946, and his basket- 
ball team won 19 while losing 
eight. He assumed the task of 
coaching basketball at St. Louis 
University on April 24, 1947. In 
addition to his team championships, 
he has produced many individual 
Billiken stars, foremost, of course, 
being “Easy Ed” Macauley, All- 
America center. 


Memories 


I mentioned above about Ed Beis- 
ser and Ralph Langer being All- 
Americas under Eddie Hickey, at 
Creighton. Their names bring 
back memories. In the 1943 Na- 
tional AAU basketball tourney, in 
Denver, there was a truly Cinderel- 
la outfit which won third place 
honors. It was known as the 
Army All Stars of Colorado 
Springs. The team went into the 
tourney with but one warm-up 
practice session. Composing the

Langer’s three-day pass had ex- 
pired, so he had to go back to 
Camp Hale. That was the end 
of the All Stars as the Oilers 
won an easy victory. As I said, 
it sure a nice week in Den- 
ver.

There follows six instructions 
which comprise a brief survey of 
Catholic doctrine, For proof of the 
statements made and for a more 
complete body of Catholic doctrine, 
the author guides the reader to the 
Catholic priest and also to books 
which treat more fully the subject 
of the Catholic Faith. 

The need for religion, the es- 
tablishment of the Catholic Church 
by Christ, some of the teachings of 
the Church, and a discussion of the 
Sacraments with emphasis on mar- 
riage are some of the topics well 
covered by Father Heenan. The in- 
structions are all short and very 
well-written. In their clear and 
simple exposition, they accomplish 
well their purpose of indoctrina- 
tion. 

This book, on sale at the Aquinas

Bend, should prove a very valuable 
asset to the non-Catholic who is 
truly interested in making his or 
her marriage the beautiful sacra- 
ment that it is.—Walter Zenner, 
University of Notre Ddme.

Ottawa —(NC)— The name of

found a notebook in 1946 with a 
list of names including Dr. Klaus 
Fuchs, convicted British atomic 
secrets Py has been published 
here by The Ensign, Canadian 
Catholic weekly in an exclusive 
story. 

The Ensign, which also first re- 
vealed that the British and Ameri- 
can governments had been warned 
about Fuchs in 1946, said the note- 
book belonged to Israe! Halperin, 
now a mathematics professor at 
Queens university, Kingston. Hal- 
perin was a major in the Director- 
ate of Artillery during the war, 


explosives research. He was ac- 
quitted on March 5, 1947, on charg- 
es of conspiring to communicate 
confidential information toe Russia. 
A total of 434 names were listed 
in the notebook, 150 of them Can- 
adians and six residents of Britain. 
Fuchs’ name was one of those 
passed on to the British, and a 
number of names were also re- 
ferred to the U.S. Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

“A Canadian official last week 
told the Ensign that he found it 
difficult to understand why British 
authorities had not taken the 
usual precautions and checked 
Fuchs and the other names with 
their security files,” the paper re- 
orted. “Fuchs, he pointed out, 
ad been interned by the British as 
a communist refugee from Ger- 
— Therefore, a most cursory 
check on his security file should 
have raised serious doubts about 
the wisdom of leaving him in his 
key post in British atomic energy 
work.” 

The Royal Commission Report 
on espionage said that Halperin’s 
notebook also contained the name 
of a McGill university professor 
largely responsible for developing 
RDX (powerful new explosive), 
who jis now serving a two-year 
espionage sentence. 


Million Pilgrims 
Have Visited 
Rome So Far 


Rome— (Radio, NC)—The half- 
way mark of the Holy Year finds 
over a million pilgrinis have 
answered the invitation of His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII to visit 
the tombs of the Apostles and gain 
the Jubilee indulgence. The figure 
was released by the press office 
of the Central Committee for the 
Holy Year. 

The Holy Father has received 
almost as many in general or smal- 
ler audiences since everyone pos- 
sible has tried to see him, although 
some failed because of lack of time 
or for other reasons.

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Miracles Still Happen 
Doctors Testify To 
Miraculous Cures 


JAMES YV. O’GARA 


|N this age of materialism, 


it is not uncommon to meet 


cynics who will tell you that the age of miracles has pas- 
sed. Miracles, they say, just don’t happen any more. But the 
truth is that miracles are happening all the time. —_| 
Perhaps these cynics have never heard of the continuing 
modern miracles demonstrated by the living stigmatics— 


like Germany’s Therese Neumann, 


Italy’s Padre Pio, and the Philip- 
pines’ Sister Teresita Castillo, all 
of whom bear on their persons the 
wounds of Christ. 

Therese Neuman witnesses the 
Passion of Christ every Friday of 
the year. At such times she bleeds 
from her hands, her feet, side, eyes 
and head. Blood from the wounds 
in her feet runs upward to her 
toes, though she is prone on her 
back in bed. 

Padre Pio, assigned to the Cap- 
uchin Monastery at San Giovanni 
Rotondo, Italy, who also bears the 
wounds, becomes ill to the point 
of retching when in the presence 
of a person living in mortal sin. 
This holy priest has said that 
when he reaches heaven he will 
wait at the entrance for his spirit- 
ual children in order to help them 
enter paradise. 

The third stigmatic, Sister Te- 
resita, a cloistered nun, was priv- 
ileged to witness a series of ap- 
paritions of the Blessed Virgin. 
According to records maintained 
by the Carmel Convent in Lipa 
City, Our Lady appeared on 15 
consecutive days to Sister Teresita. 
The first appearance came on Sept. 
12, 1948 — the Feast of the Most 
Holy Name of Mary. Sister Tere- 
sita said that showers of rose pet- 
als accompanied the apparitions. 

Soon after the appearances of 
Our Lady, the nun began to suffer 
the pain and wounds experienced 
by Christ during His Passion. This 
is re-enacted each Friday. 

As National Catholic Almanac 
points out: 

“Miracles did not cease with the 
Apostolic Age. The Catholic 
Church by her constant practice in 
the canonization of saints and 
through the teaching of her the- 
ologicans, declares that the gift 
of miracles is an abiding one, man- 
ifested from time to time in her 


idst. 

“This belief is logical and con- 
sistent because heathen nations 
have still to be converted and the 
fervor of the Christians must nec- 
essarily be renewed from time to 
time. 

“The only reasonable course is 
to examine the evidence for mod- 
ern miracles, when it presents it- 
self, and to give or withhold belief 
accordingly. This is just what the 
Church does.” 


Proof For Doubters 


And if it’s proof our cynic friend 
will have, let us consider Lourdes, 
the world-famous French shrine. 
One astounding cure after another 
has occurred at this shrine, which 
maintains an organization known 
as the Lourdes International Med- 
ical Association. Four thousand 
Catholic, Protestant, Jewish and 
agnostic physicians are members of 
the Association. All the doctors 
are kept in close contact with the 
work of the Lourdes Medical Bur- 
eau, which investigates all cures 
said to have occured in the Marial 
City. 

During the first nine months of 
1948, for example, more than 1,000 
doctors from all over the world 
visited Lourdes, to check medical 
reports, particularly those involv- 
ing cures. Among the visitors 
were 35 medical faculty profes- 
sors, 100 doctors from hospitals in 
various nations, and 20 nerve spec- 
ialists, some of whom are ranked 
among the world’s greatest au- 
thorities in their field. 

As a matter of fact, Dr. Francis 
Leuret, director of the Lourdes 
Medical Bureau, has devised what 
he describes as “a fool-proof and 
scientific system” to help the Bur- 


eau check on all medical cases./d 


Under this plan, every sick pil- 
must carry to Lourdes with 

oes a medical report from his own 
physician. The report is then 
checked by diocesan medical com- 
mittees and by members of the 
Lourdes International Medical As- 
Doctors accompanying 
to Lourdes check the re- 
ort. and fill in a pilgrimage log- 


This, in turn, must be confirmed, 
after the lapse of a solid year, be- 
fore the case can be studied by the 
ecclesiastical commission, which 
makes the final ruling as to wheth- 
er or not a miraculous cure has 
taken place. 


Paralysis Cured 


There’s the case of Francois 
Pascal, who, in 1945, was taken 
to Lourdes by his mother. Fran- 
cois, four-years-old at the time, 
was a victim of paralysis of the 
limbs and almost complete blind- 
ness. Physicians tried to deter his 
mother from making the journey to 
Lourdes from the Aix archdiocese 
where the Pascal’s lived. They 
said there was no hope of the boy’s 
recovery and expressed fear the 
trip would serve to hasten his 
death. 

The pilgrimage was made, nev- 
ertheless. On the second day in 
the Shrine City the dying child 
began to see. By the third day 
he was able to talk, and move his 
arms. A few weeks more saw his 
complete recovery. 

Proof? Since 1946, young Fran- 
cois Pascal has been examined an- 
nually by physicians and the case 
has received the careful attention 
of the Medical Bureau. On one 
occasion, 15 doctors—four of them 
specialists—were on hand to ex- 
amine the boy. 

The physicians- all agreed that 
Francois’ cure could not be ex- 
plained on the basis of natural law. 
Just recently — this past June, 
to be precise — a commission form- 
ed by Archbishop Charles de Pro- 
vencheres of Aix issued a state- 
ment declaring the cure miracu- 
lous, 

In May of last year, the French 
National Medical Commission re- 
ported it could find “no natural or 
scientific explanation” for three 
other cures at Lourdes. 

The first case was that of Gerard 
Baillie, an eight-year-old French 
boy who was blind and the pupils 
of whose eyes were colorless. In 
1947, while following his mother 
through the Stations of the Cross, 
he was suddenly cured. Exami- 
nations since then have shown Ger- 
ard to have retained his restored 
vision. The pupil#of his eyes have 
also regained their color. 

Rose Martin, dying from cancer, 
was healed during a pilgrimage. 
Marie Therese Canin, a victim of 
tubercular peritonitis and a tumor, 
as well, was instantaneously cured 
while bathing in the water from 
the Lourdes’ spring. Mme. Canin 
has submitted to frequent exami- 
nations during the past year, but 
physicians have been unable to de- 
tect any return of the maladies. 

According to Bishop Pierre Ma- 
rie Theas of Lourdes, 1,500,000 pil- 
grims visited the shrine last year. 
Of these, 16,000 were sick persons. 
Eighty-four of these ill people re- 
covered so completely and instan- 
taneously that their cases are be- 
ing exhaustively studied to deter- 
mine if they may be classified as 
miracles. 

Bishop Theas said further that 
the majority of the 84 cures took 
place while the sick pilgrims were 
blessed with the consecrated Host 
following the traditional proces- 
sion of the Blessed Sacrament. 

Like Marie Canin, who, as we 
have seen, was cured of periten: 
itis and a tumor, many other pil- 
grims are restored to health while 
in the Lourdes’ baths. And this 
brings us to an aspect of Lourdes 
which is itself miraculous: although 


hundreds of sick i nag oe 
pus-oozing wou and contagi 
iseases, e in the waters, not 
one case of transferred infection 
has ever occured in 90 years. This, 
despite the fact that the waters 
are changed only twice daily and 
sick and healthy use the baths sim- 
ultaneously. : 
“A phenomenon beyond medical 
” is the appraisal of Dr. 
doctor points out that 
transferred infection 
would have gone unnoticed 
se who deny the super- 
of Lourdes have 
watched eagerly for some such evi- 


dence to use as a weapon against 
the shrine.” 


Dr. Leuret goes on to point out 
that “scientific experiments have 
proved that al} microbes immediat- 
ely lose their virulence as soon as 
they come in contact with the Lour- 
des waters.” 


Cure At Fatima 


Nor are cures uncommon these 
days at the Shrine of Our Lady of 
Fatima in Portugal. In September, 
1948, a woman who had been paral- 
yzed 17 years was cured after par- 
ticipating in a pilgrimage. A 22- 
year-old woman, a paralytic for 
many years, sprang. from her 
stretcher during a Mass at the 
shrine, crying “I am cured.” An- 
other woman, a two-year victim of 
paralysis, stood up and walked af- 
ter seeing a statue of Our Lady 
of Fatima carried in procession. 

Miracles are often attributed to 
the intercession of saintly persons. 
There is, for example, Father 
Charles de Foucauld, the desert 
monk whose beatification is being

One of ‘the most outstandi 
miracles attributed to the Frenc 
priest involves Bishop Jean Soc- 
quet of Ouagadougon, Africa. The 
miracle took place in 1929 in a 
North African monastery.

cancer of the stomach. So serious 
did his condition become that sur- 
gery was considered useless. 

After a few weeks, the priest 
fell into a coma. It was expected 
that he would die at any moment. 
A novena was then begun to Fath- 
er de Foucauld. On the last day 
of the novena the patient suddenly 
came out of the coma, cured, Phy- 
sicians who had treated him re- 
pe he was now in perfect

Bulletin or newspaper. If it’s a 
mimeograph job, what’s the over- 
all appearance? Is the mimeo- 
| gp. spotty? Does it give a 
ull, gray look to the page? 
there variety in make-up? 


If the minfeo work is« spotty, 
have one of the local mimeograph 
sales people look your machine 
over. It may be just a matter of 
having your stencil cutters and 
your operators take a little more 
time. But he can probably set your 
problems straight in no time. 


Dull grayness of format and too 
much solidity are easily remedied. 
Use boxes, cut-in heads, column 
format, break up of long para- 
graphs, lots of subheads and art 
work. 


And if you are using offset, talk 
with your printer and ask him to 
tell you about a few of the tricks 
of the trade in format and make- 
up. Because, by varying typefaces, 
using boxes and standing heads 
and trying a little art work and 
eut-ins, you can add a lot to your 
bulletin. 


But what about that so import- 
ant content. .... And be honest 
here. ... 

Style pretty amateurish? Reader 
interest low? 

Solid content is the hardest thing 
to get. Once you have that, you 
won't have too much to worry 
about. Check the style. If you've 
got next year’s staff already picked, 
pack them off to the library to

Just a few suggestions for: News 
copy—you want the crisp terseness 
that the daily demands. Features 
—you'll want ability to tell a good 
narrative, ability to portray people
